Farmers of Comanche Coimty 
are being urged to take part in 
the election of their local Com­ 
munity АЭС Committee, which is 
scheduled for this coming Sep­ 
tember 11. 'Voters will cast their 
votes in this election by mall or 
in person at the Comanche Coun­ 
ty A8C8 Office, Comanche. Bal­ 
lots giving the names of all 
i nominees will be mailed to all 
.known 
eligible 
voters 
in 
the 
county by not later than Aug­ 
ust 30. 
An announcement by William 
F. Bryant, County Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and 
Conservation 
Committee Chairman, points out 
that this annual election is one 
in 
which all eligible 
farmers 
should feel a duty to participate. 
The Community АЭС Commit- 
I tee to be elected consists of three 
regular members and two alter­ 
nates. The elected chairman, vice 
chairman, and regular member 
of the community comittee shall 
be declared elected as delegate, 
first and second alternate dele­ 
gates. respectively, to the Coun­ 
ty Convention where the County 
I ASC . Committee will be chosen. 
Any person may vote In the 
community election who is of leg­ 
al voting age, who has an inter­ 
est in a farm as an owner, ten­ 
ant, or sharecropper, and who is 
eligible to take part in one of 
the farm programs administered 
by the committee. Also, any per­ 
son not of legal voting age. but 
who is in charge of the super­ 
vision and conduct of the farm­ 
ing operations on an entire farm, 
is eligible to vote. In the case 
of Joint ownership by two or 
more individuals, each Is an ell- 


gible voter. 
There are some limitations on 
voting. Each voter is entitled to 
only one vote on any one bal­ 
lot. If a voter has an interest in 
a farm, or farms in more than 
one community in a county, he 
or she may select the community 
in which he or she wishes to 
vote, but the vote may be cast 
in only one community of the 
county. Voting by proxy is not 
allowable. In the case of part­ 
nership farms, the vote may be 
cast by either partner, and a 
corporation’s vote may be cast by 
any authorized officer of the cor­ 
poration. 
Because of the vital part that 
the ASC community and county 
committees play in the fanning 
affairs of the county, it is im­ 
portant that each farmer give 
rerious consideration to the men 
elected to these posts.
